The Trick of Ski Jumping 
Tiie art of ski Jumping is not so easy 
as it looks before trying, nor so hard 
to learn as it might appear after the 
first attempt. At the start or take off, 
come down as though you were coast¬ 
ing on the ski. then at the moment of 
the takeoff bend the body well forward 
from tho hips and throw as much of 
the weight as; possible into the knees. 
As you leaver the edge of the jump 
straighten quickly at the hips and se¬ 
cure as much as possible the effect of 
Jumping straight out into the air.

Tbey Give tbe Clerks a Merry Time 
With Their Devices. 

Surely there Is no more extraordin¬ 
ary array of "freaks” to be found 
anywhere In tbe country than may 
be met with by anyone who searches 
through the Patent Office tn London! 
Such a man will be perfectly astound¬ 
ed at the Immense number ot crahks 
there must be In the land; men and 
women—chiefly the former/of course 
—who spend time, trouble, and mon¬ 
ey In putting forward so-called Inven¬ 
tions which are really nothing more 
than absolute freaks; Ideal* and mo¬ 
dels of no good to anybody whatever 
for any practical purpose In life! In¬ 
deed, the Patent Office might well be 
termed "The Asylum for.Idiotic Ideas 
and Models!” 

As showing how Img and how sim¬ 
ilarly the most extravagant notions 
have obsessed Certain Mnda of folk 
In connection with, this patent busi¬ 
ness, we may Just mention that the 
office had not been in vogue. In the 
reign of King James I., more than a 
week or two, when one agricultural 
gentleman sent word to It that he 
wished to have "a patent for making 
*.rops grow without plowing the soil 
by horses and plow, as he had learned 
how to plow fields otherwise; and al¬ 
so possessed 'the secret of making 
crops grow with tremendous fertility 
without trouble!” When called On to 
explain this very valuable process, 
however, the men could really tell 
nothing at all! He was a crank, pure 
and simple — the first of thousands 
who < have pestered the Patent Of¬ 
fice state that time. 

Another amusing thing for which a 
,,/atent was sought was a* follows. 
Some naturalist had noticed that bees 
are often robbed of their ’ honey at 
night by the bee-moth, while they 
themselves are dormant. To provide 
against this he put In a specification 
and plans showing bow tbe hives 
should pave a small shutter before 
the hole for Ingress and egresu; how 
this shutter might be'connected by 
cords with the perches of hens roost¬ 
ing some shed near; how the hens 
would retire to their perches when 
the bees went Inside the hives for 
the night; how the hens, by this, 
would depress the perches, which 
would move the cord, and thus close 
the shutters! When morning came, 
and the hens flew down, of course 
the shutters were opened again, and 
the bees began operations once 
more! Think of the glorious strata¬ 
gem! 

You never know what will come 
into the Patent Office any day. To he 
a clerk there must he aa good as be¬ 
ing at a pantomime, and (ten Infi¬ 
nitely more amusing. One man trav¬ 
eling on a northern railway had pull¬ 
ed the oommunlcatlon-cord In vain, 
so far as making the driver feel it 
was concerned. So be forthwith set 
his brains to work and evolved a 
"patent” device which should com¬ 
pel the driver to fake notice of such a 
thing. Ills plans, as sent to the office, 
showed an enormous catapult fixed 
on the top of the guards’ van, which 
when the cord .'as pulled by a pas¬ 
senger, should throw stones at the 
driver on the engine till he slopped 
the train! I need hardly say that no 
railway company has, as yet, taken up 
that patent and carried lt.a plans Into 
effect. Nice for the driver, eh ’ 

When one portion of England was, 
two or three decades ago, troubled 
With a slight earthquake, there came 
along the man with the hour — as 
usual! This worthy Inventor was 
greatly perturbed lest his own house 
should fall In such a catastrophe as 
an English earthquake. And to pre¬ 
vent the danger he rut In for a pa¬ 
tent for a device he had, whereby all 
houses, etc., for the future should bo 
build on small rollers pr wheels, so 
that when any sefsAatlc disturbance 
occurred they would simply roll or 
move about freely and unhurt. In¬ 
stead of having’their foundations up¬ 
set and endangered! 


Scottish Poet Had a Head of Reniark- 
■ able Dimensions. 

Jt has taken almost a century for 
certain facts concerning tbe cerebral 
development of Robert Burns to be¬ 
come generally known. A writer In’ 
Tbe London Sphere refers almost tim¬ 
orously to the fact-t)bat In the nine¬ 
teenth century, in the year that Jean 
A.tnour,' Burns’ widow, died, tbe 
family of Robert Burns gave their 
consent to having a cast made of tbe 
skull of the poet, dead thirty-tight 
years previously. The science of 
phrenology had just then been Inter¬ 
esting Scotch physicians, and a paper 
was drawn up containing the results 
ot the phrenological >xamtaatlon of 
Burns' skull, with drawings of the 
cast. It Is these memorials of the 
poet that Mr. Arthur Keith now ex¬ 
amines, beginning with some general¬ 
izations about the present method of 
drawing eofl'ldslons from physiologi¬ 
cal aspects, and using a tone almost 
denftfatory in fear that the sensi¬ 
bilities of Burns’ worshippers will be 
hurt by what may be regarded as an 
unreverential/4vay of treating the. 
poet’.’ physical remains: 

’’Most of us have ' it l. 1th In the 
■Ira of head or expanse of brow as an 
Index of mental ability; our specula¬ 
tion along such lines have been upset 
by our dally experience. We place 
our trust rather In the eye, the 
mouth, the expression, tbe manner la 
which the countenance lights up. 
Burns had an eye. ‘I never aaw such 
another eye in a human head,’ said 
Sir Walter Scott. Had Sir Walter 
shared Dr. George Combe’s predilec¬ 
tion for the study of heads .1 am 
quite certain he would have discov¬ 
ered that tbe poet’s brain was quite 
as remarkable as his eye. In recent 
years Miss Lee and Prof. Pearson 
have Invented a fairly accurate meth¬ 
od of calculating the size of the bral \ 
from the dimensions of the skull. 
Their method Indicates that Burns 
had a brain measuring 1,720 cubic 
cm.—1,600 cm. being the size of 
brain for an average Scotsman. The 
great size of the head gives a key to 
the- remark made by Sir Walter 
8cott, viz., 'HI* countenance was 
more massive than.lt looks in any ol 
hla portraits.''’. . . ’ 

"Unfortunately tbe cast of the 
skull leaves off at the lower margin 
of the eye-sockets, hence I am unaLie 
to give any exact measurements re¬ 
lating to tbe lower part of the face. 
The width of the face, however, one 
can state definitely. The widest part 
of the face, taken lust below the eye- 
sockets, measures 134 mm., fully s 
quarter of an Inch beyond the width 
of the average man’s face. Yet the 
cheek bones, as may be seen from 
the various pcrtralts as from the 
r'-ull cast, wero neither high nor 
prominent; the greatest width of the 
face lay well behind the eye sockets. 
Anatomlsta do not include the fore -1 
bead In measuring the length of thej 
face, because Its upper limit Is hard 
to define; they measure from the root 
of the nose to the lower margin ol 
the chin. The well-developed average 
man has a face length of 120 mm. 
From tbe various portraits I Infer 
that the poet's face waa of average 
length, about 120 mm., but his face 
was above the average width. When, 
however, a face of rather more than 
normal dimension Is painted *•* part 
of a head of altogether abnormal di¬ 
mensions It appears dwarfed; hence 
Sir Walter Scott’s remark that ar¬ 
tists bad not done Justice to the mas¬ 
siveness of Burns’ 'eatures.”

Radium Mines In England. 

England may yet prove to be the 
richest producer of radium ore In the 
world. 

Pitchblende was discovered ever so 
long ago In the Tromwlth tin mine, 
Cornwall, but It la only quite lately 
that one of England’s Aost eminent 
scientists. Sir William RamsLy, and 
bis assistant .cbemlrt, Mr. White- 
house, have really got down to work 
there. Now radium Is being, turned 
out In a dingy back street In Lime- 
house, London. It Is valued at $3,- 
750,000 an ounce. 

It Is anticipated that at the end 
of March an output of something like 
4,000 milligrams a year, valued -at 
$80 a milligram, will he placed upon 
the market. 

The mine may be the greatest 
source of pitchblende In the world 
and within a stone’s throw of It is 
another similar mine worked by a 
French company. Other ihlnes are 
thought to exist In the middle and 
west of England.

The origin of trial by Jury Is very 
obscure.

PHE ending of the Krafchenkq 
trial brings to a close one of 
tbe most dramatio episodes of Can¬ 
adian criminal investigations.

Bronzed and bearded as u pard 
was Rev. Father Gouy, siqierior of 
St. Isadore Mission'at Foit Smith, 
on arriving in I'kliuontoii after a 
voluntary exile of 22 years among 
the Cree’ Indians living north of 
the 60tli parallel of latitude. He 
is on his way to Nantes, France, 
where lie will visit his aged parents, 
journeying thence to Rome for an 
audience with Pope Pius X., and 
returning to the Mackenzie River 
district early the coming September. , 

Father Gouy travelled from Fort 
Smith, the-home of wild buffalo- 
and reindeer, to Fort McMurray, a 
distance of 313 miles, by dog teani, 
the trip occupying two weeks, and 
from the last named point to Atha¬ 
basca, 256 miles, by sleigh, drawn 
by horses. He was accompanied 
by Joseph Odette and O. L. Bur¬ 
dick, traders at the Fort. He said:, 

“It seems good to b/t in civiliza¬ 
tion once more, after such a long 
stay in the vast hinterland of 
Alberta. The most interesting 
thing to me is the wonderful trans¬ 
formation of a crude frontier vil¬ 
lage, such as Fdmontou was when 
I came through here in 1892, to a 
substantially built city of 70,000 
ambitious and progressive people. 

“ We have a good country around 
Fort Smith. We have raised 
No. 1 hard wheat and all kinds of 
vegetables. Horses and cattle 
can be wintered along with the 
reindeer and buffalo. The nearest 
settlement to us is Smith Landing, 
16 miles south, while on the north 
we have F'ort Simpson, 500 miles 
distant, aud Fort McPherson; 1300 
miles distant. Truly, it is a coun¬ 
try of magnificant distances and 
possibilities. 

“Already I am eager to return 
to the life in the open; but before 
I do that I must visit my aged 
parents in France.”

The report of tbe Carranza com¬ 
mission will show that when Ben¬ 
ton upbraided Villa in the latUr's 
office in Janrez, Villa ordered 
Major Fierrero to place him under 
arrest and to take him by train to 
Chihuahua that uigbt ai.d place 
him in the penitentiary. 

“I will see how he acts after n 
month,” General Villa is reported 
to have said. “If he is submissive 
I will liberate him that be may re¬ 
turn to the United S ales; if not 1 
will hold him a while longer.”

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH-VrJsT 
LAND REGULATIONS 

/ T'HE sole head of a family, or any 
-k male over 18^ears old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. Tbe applicant must 
appear in person at tbe Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands (not sub-agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions.
